THE ACADEMIC YEAR 


For the preparation of its cadets for college and 
for later life, Western Military Academy can offer 
the best. The faculty, of course, is an important 
part in any school, and the Western faculty is ex- 
cellent and well balanced in all fields of education. 
Another decided advantage at Western is the 
smallness of the classes, for in these each student 
receives more individual attention than he could if 
the classes were larger. At Western the student is 
graded upon his own abilities and not upon his class 
ranking. This method is not competitive and has 
proved the fairest and most encouraging method of 
grading. 

Entering Western last fall as a "plebe", one prob- 
ably did not notice the many changes which have 
taken place in the scholastic department since last 
year. However, an old student, returning to the 
campus, could point out many. Probably the first 
change to be noticed would be the new arrange- 
ment of the large former school-room in the Admin- 
istration Building. In place of one immense room 
there stood two, which were small in comparison to 
the original but which still made up two good-sized 
rooms. The rear room, somewhat the larger of the 
two, was converted into a library, for studying. 
Along the walls were lined book-cases, well equipped 
with volumes of all types of literature for the use of 
the cadets. Upon entrance into the front room one 
could immediately see that this was the assembly 
place for the corps. Here were row after row of 
theater seats facing a large platform in the front 
center. This room was where the cadets were to 


hear outside lectures, and hold their own chape! 
periods. 

After viewing these two surprising changes, the 
curious cadet began to wonder what had been done 
with the former library. Upon investigating he found 
that it also had been changed. It resembled the 
old larger school room with built-in individual desks 
except that it was on a smaller scale. This was now 
the study hall for all grammar school cadets. 

Before leaving this room, the searching eyes of 
the inquisitive would fall upon a queer object in the 
corner of the room. Desiring to iearn what it was, 
he would make inquiries and discover that it was a 
metronoscope and its use was for the purpose of 
teaching pupils to read rapidly and well. Words 
and phrases are flashed on a screen one by one at 
short intervals in the sequence which they appear 
in a sentence. The time of the intervals befween the 
switching of words can be regulated. A great many 
reading problems can be simplified by this machine. 

As the year progressed, one could notice certain 
changes in the schedules and procedures of the 
scholastic programs. One of the most popular addi- 
tions was Major Persing's idea for using parlia- 
mentary procedure to begin all periods. Each 
class elected its own chairman, vice-chairman, secre- 
tary, and parliamentarian every two weeks. Class 
meetings were opened by the chairman, the minutes 
read by the secretary, and old and new business 
discussed before the instructor took charge of the 
class routine. This procedure has been successful

and has helped to teach the cadets something about 
running a democracy. 

Two of the systems which were begun last year 
and which were carried over to this year were the 
seven-period day and the method of grading. Each 
day consisted of five academic calls in the morning 
and two in the afternoon, followed by a military 
period. Each cadet taking the usual four studies 
had three forty-five minute calls during the day and 
one hour and a half period during the evening in 
which to prepare his assignments. In regard to the 
grading, reports were sent home to parents each 
month, and the cadets received reports every two 
weeks. The mid-winter grades were to stimulate 
the initiative and progress of the student in his 
work. The grading system was done by letters which 
were given numerical equivalent. These numbers 
were used to obtain the student's average in all sub- 
jects by adding the numerical equivalents and divid- 
ing by the number of courses which the student took. 
A chart of the grades and their equivalents is as 
follows: 


EX 4 Excellent 

G ........ 3 Good 

M 2 Median 

P I Poor 

UN 0 Unsatisfactory 


Each cadet was assigned a batting average ac- 
cording to his ability. If the student kept up this bat- 


ting average, he was allowed to study in the bar- 
racks during the evening: but if he failed he had to 
return to the study hall. Seniors have this privilege 
during the day, also, but they had to maintain their 
averages. 

The plan of requiring each senior to give a seven- 
minute speech before the corps in order to receive his 
credits, which was also originated last year, was con- 
tinued this year. This year the juniors have also been 
added to the list. Such oratorical work is fine 
preparation for later life because it gives experience 
and confidence to a youth. It is a part of a schedule 
which helps the student plan for his future. 

Another important part of this development pro- 
gram was the second annual vocational conference 
which was held April 13 and 14. Prominent business 
men were invited from large industrial concerns to 
speak to the cadets. Since in their jobs they are 
always dealing with young men, their advice and 
opinions on vocational problems were very helpful 
to the cadets. This helpful training along vocational 
lines should prove very valuable fo future Western 
graduates. 

Major C. L. Persing, during his three years as 
principal at W. M. A., has accomplished much. This 
year, in recognition of his fine work, he was named 
Headmaster of Western Military Academy by Col 
onel R. L. Jackson. The corps of cadets wishes him 
the best of luck ond the continuation of his success.

Western's military department this year has sesn several 
changes in addition to its regular schedule. Last fall re- 
turning old cadets noted the fact that we had a new 
P. M. S. & T. in the person of Lieutenant M. W. Kane, First Lt. 
Cavalry. Another new member of our military staff was 
likeable Lieutenant Howard Humphreys, Western '36. In 
addition to these two there were Major Moore and Sergeant 
Pigg, both continuing their excellent work in this field. Last 
September the instructors were faced with the problem of 
teaching every man in school a new type of manual of arms, 
as Government Regulations caused a change that was effec- 
tive this year.

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GOVERNMENT INSPECTIO N — Suta^yyeaT the 


Since the beginning of school in the fall Western 
cadets have drilled four days in every week and have 
attended military theory classes three days out of 
every seven. The "glebes" were bewildered at first, 
but within a month they began collecting themselves 
and getting right into the stride. "Get your hand 
down! Stand steady! Hut! two! Three! Four!" be- 
came common phrases used by the cadet officers on 
the drill field. In the classrooms there seemed no end 
to the subjects taught: automatic rifle, machine gun, 
scouting and patrolling, organization of the infantry, 
leadership principles, map reading and military law 
are but a few. As the year progressed there arose 
many grudges against the military department, such 
as, too cold or too hot weather for drill, boring mili- 
tary subjects, and in general too much work and dis- 
cipline. These complaints came largely from the new 
cadets, for the old-timers were used to it and were 
aware of the ultimate aim. 

As time moved on, however, the first-year men 
learned more and more about the school life and 
activities. It was not long until everyone had heard of 
the annual government War Department Inspection 
which was always held in the spring. At the time this 
event seemed too far off to be given much attention; 
But as is always the case, time flew and G. I. ap- 
proached with break-neck speed. Before long the 
cadets realized what a big thing this event was, and 
they understood why the military activities had played 
such a prominent part in their lives. The realization 
of the inspection's importance caused much fear, 
anxiety and uneasiness, and the "plebes" and even 
numerous old cadets became affected. 

A month or so before the fateful days, began a 
G. I. drive in order to put polishing touches on every- 
thing learned during the year and to cover anything 
that had been forgotten or overlooked. This period 
was the strictest and ioughesi of the year. Although 
there was still much restlessness, the corps pitched in 
and worked. When G. I. week arrived, the prospect 
of success was much better than it had seemed two 
months previously, and practically everyone was do- 
ing his part. 

This year G. I. was held on Thursday and Friday, 
May 2 and 3, and so final clean-up was May I. On 
these three days everyone was excused from academic 
studies and burdens. All of Wednesday was spent in 
a last cleaning of barracks and equipment. Rooms 
were thoroughly swept, dusted and cleaned, rifles 
made immaculately clean, lavatories and halls 


cleaned, furniture polished; in fact, nothing was over- 
looked. It was a comical sight to see young men so 
intent on their housework, and to view it one might 
believe that they were planning to trade jobs with 
the women in the future — on the other hand, this prob- 
ably proves that men are good at anything. 

Government Inspection was the final military test 
of the year; it was also a test of the leadership, disci- 
pline and manhood of the cadets. The success of 
Western depended upon them, and they were out to 
win, no matter what the cost. As Major Curtis and 
Captain Bing, who inspected Western to decide 
whether it should be placed upon the "Honor List" of 
military schools throughout the country, arrived on 
the W. M. A. campus, all uneasiness and trembling 
vanished, and in their places appeared a remarkable 
spirit. The corps was ready for any test which could 
be placed before it. In its hands stood the honor of 
Western, for during the past sixteen years this has 
been an honor school, and the corps was not going to 
ruin its record. 

During their two-day tour of Western, the in- 
spectors witnessed snappy, well-coordinated drills, 
immaculate barracks, excellent personal appearance 
of the cadets, well-organized defense and attack 
problems, and thoroughly-prepared theory and prac- 
tical classes. Everything went off well and in good 
condition, proving that the morale was high and that 
the cadets had not loafed during the previous months. 

Although the results of the War Department In- 
spection are not known until after the close of the 
school year, the inspecting officers implied that, in 
comparison with the quality of previously inspected 
schools, Western had little to fear. This is an encour- 
aging thought and is not at all difficult to believe 
after witnessing the enthusiasm and the desire to 
win of the cadet corps. In addition to the cadets, 
those who should be complimented are the members 
of the Military Department; Lieutenant Kane, Major 
Henderson, Major Moore, Lieutenant Humphreys and 
Sergeant Pigg . Their patience with the cadets and 
their ability to teach fundamentals contributed much 
toward making G. I. so successful. Now all cadets 
have been through at least one year of army life and, 
although they may not believe it now, the experience 
gained at Western will aid them greatly in later life. 
In regard to G. I., everyone did his best, and the re- 
sults seem to prove it. Now all that can be done is to 
wait and hope for the best. Western can't lose! 
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"THERE'S CALL!" 

"What time is it? Say, shouldn't Recall go about 
now?" These are the questions on everyone's lips at 
the close of "working hours" every day. 

Then the familiar call is heard. Immediately there 
is a general rush. On drill days, the ranks are dis- 
missed; there is momentary confusion, and then cadets 
pour from the Drill Hall or scurry along the Company 


Street. On days of military theory, this stream of 
eager humanity issues from the Administration Build- 
ing in a stampede. Soon the boys are hurrying from 
their barracks, arrayed in athletic or recreational 
clothing. Many go to team practice, others to the 
recreation room or that cadet Mecca, the canteen. 

It is truly the "Lighter Side of Life," in which indi- 
vidual pursuits and desires reign supreme.

With a weakened team the W. M. A. 1940 track 
team set out to accomplish a large order — to capture 
the "A. B. C." League championship.
